Located  in  southwestern  Montana,  Beaverhead  County  is  Montana's 
23rd  most  populous  with  8,424  residents,  according  to  the  1990  Cen- 
sus. 


Dillon,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  1 7th  largest  city  with  a  population 
of  4,001 .  It's  also  home  to  Western  Montana  College  of  the  University 
of  Montana.  Beaverhead  County  is  bounded  on  three  sides  by  the 
Continental  Divide,  which  separates  the  watersheds  of  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  and  Pacific  Ocean.  The  Red  Rock,  Beaverhead  and  Jefferson 
Rivers  watershed,  officially  recognized  as  the  Missouri  River  source,  is 
located  in  the  county.  The  county  is  known  for  its  scenic  and  recreational 
areas  and  clean  air  and  water. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Beaverhead  County  households  in  1989  was  $20,925.  The  county  is 
5,572.3  square  miles  in  area;  5,542.6  square  miles  in  land  area  and  29.7 
in  inland  water  area. 


County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  Average 
monthly  temperatures  range  from  a  low  of  1 1  degrees  above  in  January 
to  a  high  of  83  degrees  above  in  July.  The  annual  average  precipitation  is 
10  to  12  inches.
